Those four were the kha, the tha, the that, and 
the ain; the first of them being the modem Spanish J , the second, the modem 
Spanish Z. Thus the two most characteristic sounds in the modern Spanish 
language were unknown to educated Castilians in the early part of the sixteenth 
century; and two other sounds (as much used by Spaniards formerly as by Italians 
now) have utterly passed away, or survive only in Catalan speech.

He handed his work over to Acuiia, with the request 
that the latter would improve it into Castilian verse and say nothing about the labour 
of the monarch. The poem became a great success, partly because of the woodcuts 
in the first and succeeding editions. It was rare in 1591, and Muretus took care that 
the Plantin edition should be an ouvrage de luxe, finely printed on stout paper, with 
handsome copperplate illustrations.

This great book, in its admirable and nervous prose written between 1256 and 
1265, is in itself the sufficient reason which accounts for the triumph of the Castilian 
language over all its rivals in the peninsula. It was not only, as Ticknor calls it, “ far 
the most important legislative monument of its age ” ; it was also the first modem 
Code of Laws in a vernacular tongue, and has remained a living power to the present 
time in every land in which Spanish is spoken. It is said that a different edition 
was printed txco months earlier in the same city. Brunet speaks of such an edition, 
but assigns it to the four printers who produced this one; Gallardo also mentions it, 
but assigns it to the press of Ungut and Lan^alao Polono in Sevilla. Neither biblio¬ 
grapher specifies the copy he has seen, and Gallardo makes no mention at all of the 
December edition. Both those writers, and Salv& too, had no other knowledge of the 
matter probably than they could derive from Mendez. In the midst of this obscurity, 
only one fact is clear: the extraordinary rarity of the edition (or editions) of 1491, in 
which year the book was printed for the first time.

Unique. The first edition of the famous Amadis was utterly 
unknown till this single extant copy was discovered at Ferrara in 
1872, and sold by Tross to Baron Seilli&re for 10,000 fr. I have been 
told that a second (bat imperfect) copy exists, but I am unable to 
discover where. 

The authorship of the romance—which is undoubtedly an imitation 
of the Lancelot—and the date of its composition, have not been 
satisfactorily ascertained. The details, so far as known, may be 
tabulated here:— 

a.d. 1350. The romance of Amadis was known in Castile, as proved by the 
fact that on or about 

1360, Pero Ferrus (born about 1325-30) in a poem printed in Baena 
(Cancionero) addresses Pero Lopez de Ayala, recommending 
him to follow the example of Amadis, whose deeds of chivalry 
are contained in three books . (When Garcirodriguez de Montalvo 
was preparing his edition of the four books, about 1490-1500, 
there were only known, he states, three books; and the fourth 
was a new discovery— i.e. his own composition.) To confirm 
and establish the fact suggested by Ferrus, it is shown that, 
about 

1367-70, Pero Lopez de Ayala mentions the Amadis and the Lancelot in 
his poem el Bimado de Palacio as having been a fruitless stud}' 
of his youth. That implies that the Amadis was popular about 
1350. 

1403 is the date of the death of Vasco de Lobeira, a Portuguese knight 
(knighted in 1385), to whom by all Portuguese writers and by 
most others the authorship of the Amadis is ascribed, notwith¬ 
standing the circumstances that no Portuguese text has ever 
been seen, and that Lobeira was born about 1360—too late for 
him to have been the author of the Amadis in three books, known 
in Castile about 1360. The earliest assertion of Lobeira’s 
authorship was made about 

1454, when Gomez Eannes de Azurara, the faithful chronicler of 
Portugal, mentioned it as a fact discreditable to Lobeira that he 
coined the Amadis romance from his imagination in the reign 
(1367-83) of King Fernan. This is irrefragable proof that a 
Portuguese Amadis was in existence in 1450. 

1490. Alfonso of Portugal (“el senor infante Don Alfonso de Portugal ”) 
married Dona Isabel Infanta of Castile, and died the same year. 

Great rejoicings took place at Seville and Evora; one of the 
most conspicuous persons at Evora being Dona Briolania 
Anrriquez (whose name is suggestive in this connexion). The 
prince was almost certainly the Alfonso referred to in the next 
paragraph; although people usually suppose that Alfonso, a 
natural son of John I of Portugual, was the man (about 1390). 

1494. Garci-Rodriguez de Montalvo was at work about this time on his 
Castilian Amadis. In book I, cap. 40, he narrates how Amadis 
preserved his chastity against the importunate love of Briolana; 
and then states that pity for the lady’s disappointment had 
caused the Infante Alfonso of Portugal to order a modification 
in the story at this part so as to gratify Briolana without 
detriment to the conscientious scruples of the hero. “ But I,” 
he pursues, “tell the history truly: Briolana gave up her 
desire, and had no child by Amadis.”—The Alfonso mentioned 
cannot have been the Affonso of 1390, because, if the Portuguese 
book of that period were still in existence in 1490-94, Montal vo 
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would have known nothing about the little love case in 
question. A matter like that, referred to in 1494, could only 
have been a personal reminiscence on the part of Garci-Rodriguez 
de Montalvo, and shows that he may have encountered in 1490 
the Affonso who was married and died in that year. 

1502. Isabel la Catolica died. Garci-Rodriguez had finished his work 
before or by this date. 

Conclusion : The Amadis in three books, current in the peninsula, 
in 1350, was probably in verse, whether its language was Castilian or 
Limosin. Vasco de Lobeira reduced it to Portuguese prose about 1400, 
and (although we have no trace of such a thing) we may conjecture 
that someone else worked it into Castilian prose quite as soon. All 
such texts are lost now, but they all probably existed in 1490, and 
Garci-Rodriguez do Montalvo made use of them to re-write the three 
books in the language of his own period. He then added the fourth 
from materials adapted and improved by himself. He states in 
the preface that he corrected the vitiated text of the three books, that 
he discovered and translated the fourth book and the fifth book (the 
Sei'gcLs de Esplandian). As the Sergos was not printed till 1510, it is 
evident that Montalvo was still at work upon it in 1508 and unable to 
add it to the first edition of Amadis. 

As he calls himself Garcia Rodriguez de Montalvo in this volume 
(of 1508) we must assume that Garci-Ordoiiez, as all the later editions 
have it, is not his proper designation. (See also Esplandian below.)

It is the edition of the Bible in Spanish (or Judeo-Spanish) 
commonly known as the “ Jew’s Bible” or the “ Ferrara Bible,” and contains just 
so much of the sacred text as is contained in all Hebrew editions. It commences 
with the title, which is printed within a curious woodcut border, and has on its 
reverse the dedicatory epistle of Jer. de Vargas and Duarte Pinel to the Duke of 
Ferrara. It is succeeded by “ A1 Letor ” 2 pp.; Table 6 11.; text 400 numb. 11. Then 
follows “ Tabla de las Haphtaroth de todo el aNo.” 2 11. (wanting in nearly all 
copies). The vol. concludes with the register and imprint 1 leaf. A few leaves at 
the beginning are slightly wormed; but the body of the book is in excellent condition. 

In the preface “ A1 Letor,” the writer (who was no doubt Jeronimo Vargas) says: 

“ I caused the Bible to be translated into our Spanish, as the other nations cannot 
blame their sons in regard to this blessing, since Italy, France, Flanders, Germany, 
and England are not without the Bible, and even in Catalonia in our Spain, it was 
translated and printed in the Catalan tongue.” He goes on to say that it had been 
found impossible, in making the translation exact and verbal, to employ a different 
mode of language from that which had been used by the old Spanish Jews. It is 
this statement, and the peculiar antique style of the translation which have led to a 
suspicion that the Ferrara Bible was really printed from early Hispano-Judaic MSS. 
and that the “ varios letrados ” performed nothing more than revision and correction.

This first edition of one of the most 
important works in dramatic literature is a precious book from every 
point of view. The Celestina was the first real play written in any of 
the modern languages; and it has never lost the fascination attach¬ 
ing to a composition in which intense dramatic power is blended 
with great literary skill, and comic scenes are mingled in Elizabethan 
style with the more pathetic movement of the tragic love-story. The 
coarseness that appears in the dialogue is frequently criticised by over- 
fastidious persons who forget that the English stage presented an 
exact parallel in the days of “ Eliza and our James,” a hundred years 
and more after the Celestina. It is simply marvellous that such a 
masterpiece should have come into existence at a time when the only 
j models were the classical dramatists of antiquity and the dull mysteries 
of the middle ages. It has all the character of an Elizabethan tragedy, 
full of passionate love and intense horror, relieved by loose, fanciful, 
humorous and satirical dialogue. The personages are all well drawn 
and distinctly marked, and each one preserves his appropriate and 
individual type throughout the play. The language throughout is 
pure and nervous Castilian. 

The absence of the first leaf has, perhaps, deprived us of the 
acrostic verses in which " Fernando de Rojas acabo la comedia de 
Calysto y Melybea e fue nascido en la puebla de Montalvan.” He 
states in the address “ El Auctor a un suo amigo ” prefixed to 
the editions of 1501 and 1502, that the first act had been written by 
Juan de Mena or Rodrigo Cota, and left (in manuscript, no doubt) as 
an unfinished work. He had read it over and over again with great 
admiration, and had been tempted to write the continuation. His 
first labour was the best: the play hurries to an end with the death 
of Calisto, which takes place immediately after his retirement from 
the scene of illicit pleasure, and is followed by the resolve of Melibea, 
her confession and suicide, and the grief of her father. The fourteenth 
act is that of gratified love and the sudden catastrophe; the fifteenth 
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contains the heroine's fate, and the sixteenth her parents’ lamentation. 

In the second edition Rojas made changes not for the better, and 
protracted the end unnecessarily. Calisto goes home safe, soliloquises 
half remorsefully, and sleeps. New characters are introduced in the 
substituted fifteenth act, a scheme of vengeance upon Calisto is prepared 
by the daughter aud friends of Celestina (who had been muniered by 
her associates in the intrigue) ; in the sixteenth, there are projects of 
a marriage forMelibea by her parents; in the seventeenth and eighteenth 
the vulgar plot is strengthened; in the nineteenth, Calisto is again 
in Melibea’s garden, aud the scene of love is repeated more voluptu¬ 
ously than before, as though the author had forgotten the events of 
the fourteenth act. Then Calisto hears his servants attacked by the 
bravos, rushes to the wall, falls from the rope-ladder, and is killed. 

Finally the twentieth and twenty-first acts contain the same matter as 
the fifteenth and sixteenth of the original edition. 

The differences of a minor kind, here and there, between the 
first edition and those that followed, are so numerous that it ought to 
be reprinted.

Salva has started the theory that this rare edition was printed at Venice, and 
bases his notion on the types and the woodcuts, these latter being identical with 
those of the Venice edition of 1531. As for the types, however, it is a poor and mis¬ 
leading argument; while the woodcuts were probably supplied from an Italian 
source, as in many other instances.

In the last few lines of the seventh paragraph of the Prologo 
of Cervantes, we read the words “ anotaciones y acotaciones, que yo os voto a tal de 
llenaros las margenes, y de gastar quatro pliegos en el fin del libro.” Shelton has it, 
“ I doe promise thee that I will both fill up the margent, and also spend foure or five 
sheetes of advantage at the end of the booke.” The words I have underlined are 
not in the Spanish and have no meaning in English. They are evidently translated 
with foolish literalness from a French version which had davantage in the sense 
of “ four or five sheets more.* 9 Unfortunately we know of no French or Italian 
version as early as the English, but that a MS. in one or the other language existed 
in 1606-7, is rendered nearly certain by the phrase just quoted. 

This book is so rare that it is undescribed by Mr. H. E. Watts and all writers on 
Cervantes bibliography. It is quite a different edition and impression from that 
which appeared with the second Part in 1620. In Vol. I of 1620 there were thirteen 
preliminary leaves (including a printed title with the date of 1620 ; and an engraved 
title), pages numbered 1-572, and two leaves unnumbered. In the volume of 1612, 
there were twelve preliminary leaves (including a printed title dated 1612), pages 
numbered 1-594, and two unnumbered leaves. All the pages of the book were 
framed within black lines in the 1612 volume; in the 1620 volume, only the head¬ 
lines were so ruled. 

In 1612 there existed no more of Don Quixote than the volume which we now 
call Part I, and that volume was divided into four parts. In the English head-lines 
of 1612 we have those parts indicated; while the word was turned into Lib. in the 
edition of 1620, after the continuation produced in 1615 had stamped the name of 
Parte Primera upon its predecessor.

The author, whose name was never manifested in any of the editions, but who 
made it acrostically discoverable in the rhymed invocacion preceding the Letania de 
quinientos Proverbios near the end of the volume, was Luis de Escobar, a bed-ridden 
Franciscan friar of literary tastes. To him the Almirante de Castilla and his friends 
had forwarded four hundred questions, humorous, whimsical, serious, religious, or 
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frivolous, upon any or every Bubject that happened to arise, including a number of 
popular old riddles. Escobar rewrote the questions in verse, and then replied to 
them in verse, thus constructing a book which at once commanded general favour. 

In 1552 he took up the matter again, and produced a continuation. The result of 
the acrostic mentioned above is “ Fray Luys Descobar hyzo esta Letanya.”

The author was not a Portuguese, as Brunet’s continuator supposed 
from a misinterpretation of the preface. He simply happened to be in 
Lisbon in 1545. The story is feigned to have been translated from an 
English original at a time when he was resident, for purposes of 
business, “in this . . . noble and, for-most-famous-deeds-of-knights- 
errant-renowned-in-arms, celebrated isle of England.” Of the language 
of the country he thought little, as he uses the phrase “ barbara lengua 
como la Inglesa.” The Florando may be assigned to the Palmerin 
cycle, simply as a supposed English chronicle; but the only connexion 
which the book itself suggests is with the romance Palladien 
d’Angleterre (Lyons, 1555), a work professedly derived from the 
Spanish, but usually supposed to be an original composition of Claude 
Colet. The first chapter-heading in Florando runs thus : “ Capitulo 
primero de vna maranillosa auentura que al nacimiento del principe 
Paladiano aparecio. En la cibdad de Londres : entre los palacios del 
rey Milanor su padre.” In the last chapter of the primera parte, 

Florando is born to Paladiano; and we may fairly conclude that this 
first part of Florando, dealing wholly with the hero’s father, was the 
real original of Claude Colet’s romance.

Extremely rare ; so rare in fact that no other copy than this, and the one 
known to Gallardo, besides the imperfect one which was formerly Heber’s, will be 
found cited in the bibliographies. 

The Trecientas and the Coronacion are the two masterpieces of Juan de Mena; 
the latter being the first dated edition of the poem, and the former the first glossed 
edition (absolutely the second edition) of the text. The two books ought to be found 
together, but they were not united in the copy described by Brunet (probably in the 
Biblioth&que Rationale). 

This copy has been successively in the Miro and Heredia libraries. There was 
none in the Salv& and Seilli&re collections, and SalvA had evidently little expectation 
of ever meeting with a chance of buying it.

In his preface, after commenting on the absence of information on 4 the ancient 
school of Spanish music before Palestrina,* Sefior Riano says: 4 This reason has 
induced me to think that a real service will be done by facilitating information to 
those who have undertaken the study of music in the Middle Ages in Spain. I have 
collected the bibliographical information in the different libraries to which I have 
had access, so that students may be aware of the existence of a great number 
of Spanish manuscripts from the tenth to the sixteenth century which have 
musical annotations. I also give a catalogue of early printed books on music up to 
1600 by Spanish authors, which, owing to their extreme rarity, are bibliographical 
treasures, and constitute a group of works of the greatest interest for the history of 
the development and progress of European music in the Middle Ages and beginning 
of the Renaissance.* The volume is, in fact, a catalogue raisoniti of old musical 
manuscripts, profusely illustrated both with specimens of the music and with 
pictures of old musical instruments. There is a charming series of quaint, an gu l a r 
figures playing on a variety of ancient instruments, from the celebrated 4 Cantigas * 
of King Don Alonso el Sabio (13th century), which will interest any one. But for 
the most part the treatise is for serious students only; and they owe a debt of 
gratitude to Sefior Riafio for his painstaking, unpretending labour; for this book,

“ The work is one relating to Spanish Church Mnsic, a subject on which 
hardly anything has been written, and of which very little is known. Seflor Juan 
Riano, in his Notes on Early Spanish Music, gives us a catalogue of MS.

I have not had a copy of this excessively rare book for twenty-seven years. 

It was the first general collection of genuine popular proverbs and proverbial locutions 
that was made in Spain. They amount to six thousand in number, and comprise not 
only Castilian refranes, but also Catalan, Valenoian, Asturian, Galician, and Portu¬ 
guese, with a few Italian and French, all in a single alphabetical arrangement; with 
Castilian explanations appended to those which are in the other languages. The 
original owner drew his pen through all the indecencies, but not so as to render 
them illegible. His pious action has simply made them more remarkable than they 
would otherwise have been.

Excessively babe. Each volume is the second edition of its text, and the two 
united form a set which many collectors are likely to sigh for in vain. 

The list of editions given by Duran and SalvA is erroneous. There was no 
edition of Part I in 1588. The above first volume bears the words second edition, 
and the royal privilege, which is included in the preliminary pieces, proves that the 
first edition must have been printed for Angelo Tavano at Zaragoza at the end of 
1595. With regard to the Second Part, we have the following details: Gines 
Perez finished the writing of the manuscript on the 22 November, 1597, at Murcia. 

Juan Dorado, of Murcia, bought it, and obtained the royal licence to print it on 4 June, 

1610. Doctor Molina saw it in three sections, the first and third in MS., the second 
in print, dated Alcala 1604, on the 10 of April, 1610, and approved it for publication. 

After June, 1610, there is no further information till 1619, in the April of which 
year the Tassa and n further approbation were dated at Madrid. Consequently, it 
seems likely that the first edition was printed at Madrid in 1619, and immediately 
afterwards reprinted at Cuenca and Barcelona. 

The allusion to a printed portion of Alcala, 1604, by Dr. Molina, may simply be 
an error on his part, caused by having seen the Alcala edition of the First Part in 
1604. Ticknor boldly asserts that the second part was first printed at Alcala in 
1604, but he and others probably relied upon the word of Dr. Molina. This personage, 
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however, in his approbacion, speaks only of the book in the following fashion, as “ el 
libro de las Guerras Giviles . . y de las batallas particulars . . entre Moros y 
Chriatianos, y de la rebelion de la dicha Ciudad .. tiene tres partes . . la primera y 
tercera parte estan cscrito de mano .. y la segunda impressa en Alcala de Henares 
por Juan Gracian, ano de 1604.” Ticknor laments the loss of the third part which 
he had never seen; but it is quite evident that the Doctor’s segunda parta is the 
batallas particulates , and refers to the published Part I, while he has split up Part II 
into Guerras Civiles (his part 1), and Bebelion (his part 8 ).

marked by few typographical errors, among which I see in a couple of places scrivia 
and Spaiioles. It is therefore tolerably certain that this excessively rare book was 
printed in Italy, and either at Naples or at Milan, more probably in the former city. 

The second part is an excuse for the siege and sacking of Borne, and a defence of the 
Emperor as not responsible for it. The author says, however, in his address Al 
Lector that if he is anywhere in error, it is through ignorance not malice, “ pues en 
todo me someto a la correction y juyzio dela santa yglesia, la qual confiesso por 
madre.” 

Both Dialogues are in the same type and have 34 lines to the page. There is 
no foliation. The signatures of the Mercurio are A—I in eights, and K 2 leaves of 
which the second is blank. Of the second Dialogue, a—c in eights, and d in ten 
leaves. It is the circumstance of the signatures being mostly octaves, that 
induced Boehmer to call this book a large 8vo., and he is perhaps technically 
right. But the shape of the book is undeniably quadrate. Only three other 
oopies seem to be known, all in Germany, and one of the three imperfect. 

The vellum oover of the above copy is the original one, and it bears a faded 
inscription on the outside, written about 1580, which seems to be “ A xeres qui 
est d’aquesto libro vero possessore."

The extraordinary rarity of these highly important volumes arises from the limited 
and private nature of the impressions. It is stated upon good authority that only 
fifty copies were struck off by order of the great Cardinal Ximenez. 

In these two volumes we have what is virtually the most ancient liturgy of the 
Latin Church, originating not with SS. Isidore and Ildephonsus, to whom the com¬ 
pilation is assigned, but with earlier times when Christian Borne was still Greek, and 
the bishoprics of Numidia, Spain, Gaul and Lombardy constituted the Latin Church.

The earliest Polyglot Bible issued and now very rare, as only 600 
copies were printed, most of which have been bought up for public 
libraries. The printing occupied more than fifteen years, having been 
commenced in 1502, and cost the Cardinal 50,000 ducats. In it the 
New Testament in Greek was printed for the first time, but was only 
allowed to be sold after the Death of Leo X in 1522, he having strictly 
prohibited the sale of the Bible. The death of Cardinal Ximenes, 
November 8th, 1517, may also have caused a delay in the publication.

Original edition, of extraordinary rarity. Only three other copies 
are known—one in the British Museum, a second (imperfect) in the 
library of the University of Valencia, and a third which had belonged 
to the Royal Library at Lisbon before it came (somehow) into the hands 
of the banker Salamanca, and which is probably once more in its original 
home. 

The author, Johannot de Martorell, a knight, dedicated his work to 
Dom Ferdinand of Portugal (son of the King, Dom Duarte) in 1460. He 
professes to have rendered it from English into Portuguese, for the 
prince’s behoof, and thence into Valencian for the benefit of his com¬ 
patriots. There is a certain amount of truth in the statement of an 
English original since the incidents of the early chapters are derived 
from Guy of Warwick, and the central figure in that part of the story 
is called Guilhem of Waroych, an Earl who emerges from a monastery 
to conquer heathen invaders of England and then returns to it after 
having revealed himself to his wife. The origin and laws of the Order 
of the Garter are given, differing somewhat in the account of its creation 
from the ordinary story. After Tirant appears on the scene, the romance 
seems to be independent of any original, and incidents of love and war 
are thickly crowded in the record; which deals henceforward chiefly 
with the Empire of Constantinople rescued from the Turks by the 
hero. Tirant is engaged to the Emperor’s daughter, but his courtship 
is protracted, and other ladies tempt him in a great many warm passages. 

He wins, however, the renown of a chaste and valiant warrior, and 
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finally dies witbont his reward. The mourning princess dies upon his 
dead body, and the tale is ended. Martorell would perhaps have finished 
it differently, but he died when only three parts of the work had been 
written. The fourth part was composed at the request of Dona Isabel 
de Loris by the magnificent knight Masti Johan de Galba. Cervantes 
did not know the story in its original Valencian form, but only in its 
Spanish translation (printed in 1511). He makes the Curate save it 
from the holocaust of romances, and declare that “ Por su estilo es este 
el mejor libro del mundo.”

First Edition of the first history of the New World. It is a book 
of equal rarity and importance, and is to be found in very few libraries. 

I have never had it but once before, about seventeen years ago. 

As a production of the Spanish press, as a history of Spanish 
doings, and as containing the five-years privilege of Dona Juana, in 
the Castilian language, on the reverse of the second leaf, tbc First 
Decade of Peter Martyr has its fitting place here. The letterings on 
the map are in Spanish. 

This map is a most interesting and valuable early specimen of 
cartography. It gives Bermuda in the right upper angle with a 
glimpse of Gibraltar to the east. The West Indian Islands are given 
with nearly approximate correctness in their shape and relative 
position: Cuba, Jamaica, Hispanola, and San Juan (i.e. Puerto Rico) 
with the Lucaios (to the number of nineteen islets lying north of 
eastern Cuba and the western half of Hispaniola). North of Cuba, at 
a distance apparently intended to represent some three hundred miles, 
there is a coast wdiich seems to be a combination of the southern shore 
of Florida with that of the island of Bahama, and is marked Isla de 
Beimeni parte. The coast of South American runs correctly from 
Cape Gracias de Dios to the Cape of Santa Cruz (a little east of Cape 
San Roque) in Brazil. To the west of Gracias de Dios it trends 
erroneously towards the N.W., but the outline is fairly true as far as 
the Gulf of Honduras. 

In the description of the above copy the dedication to Ximenez 
(with the map), and the first list of Errata are reckoned as folios 21, 22, 
because their position in the book is such; and Salva in describing 
the volume by its signatures took them to be the fifth and sixth leaves 
of signature c. The fact of the matter is that they were printed as a 
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single sheet of two leaves after the conclusion of the Decas, that is 
between f 8 and g 1; evidently as an addition to the text. The 
dedication to Ximenez was written by Peter Martyr; the list of Errata 
was made by his friend Antonio de Nebrija who edited the work in its 
passage through the press. His first remark is “ The unskilfulness of 
the typographers, who know scarce any Latin, has caused me to benefit 
but little by having supplied them with a correct copy of these works 
of my friend the author.” The preparation of the map was probably 
therefore an afterthought. This would account for its absence in 
most copies of the book.

Even the first volume, printed at Barcelona, in 1639, 
is a very scarce one ; but this second volume is so rare that the extant copies may 
be reckoned on the fingers of one hand. In fact, there are probably not four copies 
in Europe (SalvA knew of the existence of a single copy only, and that was in 
America). The leaves of which the volume is composed are title, lleaf T Prutestacion 
del Autor, 1 leaf ; Aprobaciones y Licenoias, 2 leaves ; Razon de la Obra y Vida del 
Autor, por Bernardo de Torres, 2 leaves; Dedicatoria A la Virgen, 1 leaf, that is, 
altogether, 7 preliminary leaves. The text follows, the first fourteen leaves 
foliated 1-14, the sequel paged 15-268. Then a leaf, “ Libro Segvndo Advertencia al 
Letor,” signed by Bernardo de Torres. Next follows the text of the Libro Segundo 
(“las cosas que sucedieron desde el aiio de 1594 hasta el de 98 . . paged 142 
where it breaks off imperfectly with the words “ azer barro, i otros.” Then begins 
“ Libro Qvinto . . y Svcesos egenplares . . ” paged 1-92, and ending with the words 
“ Fin de la Obra.” Two leaves of “ Tabla de lo que contienen los capitulos tie este 
Tomo Segundo ” finish the volume. Such was the book as Calancha had left it in 
MS. incomplete, when he died on March 1st, 1654. It was given to the press in Its 
defective state by his friend Bernardo de Torres, who was employed to bring oirt a 
more satisfactory Vol. II, a task he accomplished in 1657. Strange to say, in this 
latter volume, entirely his own work, he makes absolutely no mention of the volume 
of 1653(-4); and we may conclude that it had been already suppressed by the 
authorities of the order, either as being defective, or because it contained 
objectionable matter. Its chief subject is the miracles which had been accomplished 
by the aid of the Virgin, amongst which the chastity of women is an important part* 
illustrated by deeds of rape. Calancha quotes and approves of the opinion of 
Aquinas that “no pierde la virginidad la que por violencia . . fue corrompida, 
aunque tuviese en el acto delectation, con tal que no la desease.”

This was the first act of homage to the Pope performed in the name of Joao II 
(King of Portugal and Lord of Guinea ) after the first discovery of the Cape of Good 
Hope by Bartolomeu Dias. The orator expresses the expectation that as in the 
previous year the Portuguese fleet had girdled the greater part of the circumference 
of Africa, and had reached almost as far as Cape Prassum (Ptolemy’s Cape Prassum, 
corresponding to that which the Portuguese afterwards reached and named Cabo dos 
Corrientes), where, as they supposed, the Arabian Gulf begins, they would soon be 
able to announce the discovery of great nations towards Asia. He thought that the 
remainder of the way would be only a matter of a few days (paucorum dierum) for 
the seamen. The allusion is to the distance from the Cape of Good Hope to 
Guardafui, although neither of them is mentioned by name.

At the end of the volume we learn that there is found in the 
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original books a note in the handwriting of the eminent scholar Dn. 

Carlos Signenza y Gongora, in which he states that during the tamult 
which took place in Mexico on the 8th of June, 1692, when the mob 
burned both the national and the municipal palace, he saved the 
original Actas. 

The value of these six volumes as historical documents cannot be 
exaggerated, and anyone who has dedicated himself to the study of the 
years immediately following the conquest, and who knows the impor¬ 
tant part which the Municipal Councils of those times took in all public 
affairs of consequence, will at once recognize their utility, because they 
form not only the foundation of Colonial history, but to a certain extent 
the foundation also of the history of a society and a civilization that 
were disappearing. 

The volumes contain also copies of a great number of “ Cedulas 
Reales,” letters from important personages, such as Cortes, Alvarado, 
and others. 

A small part of these Acts has been printed in the Boletin 
Municipal de Mexico, but merely in extracts, which have been edited 
in such a careless manner, and issued in such a small number of copies, 
that these volumes lose in consequence nothing either in value or 
importance. 

The letterpress title which was used for the first and second volumes 
was taken or reprinted from the edition of part of the text prepared by 
Ygnacio Rayon. On that of Vol. II, Ramirez altered in writing the 
name of Rayon to that of Orozco; he did not make a similar change on 
the title of Yol. I, although that volume is, without doubt, entirely in 
his own handwriting.

In the map the design is continued from one side of the world to 
the other by the north, just as though the sheet were to be placed upon 
a globe, and fall in equal divisions from the Arctic Pole. Thus the 
extreme North-west of America joins the extreme North-east of Asia, 
and the extreme North-west of Europe is attached to the extreme 
North-east of America. The conception is a remarkably bold one, and 
better calculated (notwithstanding the natural errors of the Arctic 
portion) to give a true idea of the world than the right and left double¬ 
hemisphere maps of other cartographers. 

This is a great historical work, indispensable to the student of 
• Spanish affairs in America after the conquest, notwithstanding the 

charges made by Bernal Diaz against Goxnara of occasional inaccuracy. 
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The dedication to Charles Y begins with these remarkable words: 

“The greatest event which has happened since the creation of the 
world (leaving aside the incarnation and death of Him who created it) 
is the discover}* of the Indies.’* 

Gomara prefixes a curious address to intending translators, warning’ 
them to be accurate and to measure the full significance of the 
pregnant Spanish phrases, also to pay special attention to proper names. 

He further declares that he is writing the book in Latin, so that the 
translators may take no trouble in that language. His Latin version 
has never appeared.

The “Prologo del Interprete ” and the “ Introductory ” both show that Maestre 
Rodrigo was in advance of many of his contemporaries. In the former he mentions 
the various translations of Marco Polo and alludes to the work of exploration being 
carried on in the West, South, and East, by Spanish and Portuguese seamen. The 
Introduction is a piece of over seven columns of print and well worthy of careful 
reading. His object is to inveigh against the false notions and deductions flowing 
from the improper use of the word “ Indies ” as applied to the islands discovered by 
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Columbus and others in the Western Ocean, and a good deal of carious information 
is incidentally thrown in. One stray piece of gossip is not without humourous 
interest; it was customary to call negroes Juan Blanco, and negresses Margarita. 

As the book was first printed at Seville in 1503, it is an earlier addition to the 
Bibliotheca Americana than Mr. Harrisse has made it. He puts it down, at second 
hand, under 1529.

It should be remarked 
here that the imperfections, whatever they may be, are not of recent 
origin; the book seems to be now precisely as it was when Sahagun 
began to revise it and wrote the headings I now quote. 

On folio 91, the dominical sermons conclude with another note in 
Mexican in Father Sahagun’s handwriting, and signed by him; then 
follows a blank leaf, and on the following commences a “ Sanctoral” on 
six leaves, the end wanting. This MS. is undoubtedly one of the most 
curious and interesting volumes in the Mexican language ever offered 
for sale. In his knowledge of the Aztec language and literature, 

Sahagun has probably never had an equal. The historical work which 
he wrote concerning the Mexican empire, and which has been published 
by Bustamente, brought down upon him the abuse of his fellows, both 
lay and clerical, for aiding, as they said, to perpetuate the idolatry of 
the nation.

This work has been in fact 
known only through the edition of Lima, 1614, which is always described under the 
name of the printer, Francisco del Canto, and supposed to be his own production. 
From a comparison with the larger book, which bears Holguin’s name, and from 
some words in the latter which make reference to a previous essay,—we are enabled 
to conclude that the present Grammatica y Vocabulario, 1603, is simply the 
unrecognized first edition of the large work printed and published by Del Canto in 
1607-8, with Holguin’s authorship revealed on the title-pages.

It treats of Geometry (including an essay on Sundials full of original 
inventions); Anatomy, with studies of the human figure and numerous illustrations 
of Animals, Architecture and Church Ornament, with engravings of famous shrines.

One of the most magnificent books on the Art-Monuments of Spain, and 
probably superior to any other in the accuracy and learning of its author. The 
series of illustrations was selected from works of art which were excellent by reason 
of their historical character or the beauty of their execution. Only 275 copies were 
printed, of which about 150 were absorbed by subscribers among the aristocracy of 
Spain. The book may therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, and as likely 
before long to become a costly rarity. 

“ His great work, the ‘ Iconografia Espanola,’ published in 1853 and 1864, 
contains seventy-four ‘portraits, statues, and mausoleums,’ dating ‘from the eleventh 
to the seventeenth centuries.’ Not only the original drawings, but the text in Spanish 
and French, were his own work. Amongst the gems of this collection may be named 
the bas-reliefs of Charles V and his Empress, attributed by Cean Bermudez to 
Pompeo Lconi, and now in the Museum at Madrid; portraits of Philip II when 
young, and in his old age; the unhappy Don Carlos, Don Juan de Austria, Philip’s 
wives, and the famous ‘one-eyed’ Princess of Eboli. That of Hem&n Cortes is 
exquisitely finished.”— Atheiumm , April 10th, 1890.

Of the old masters, there are 29 specimens of Velasquez, 5 of Jose Ribera, 4 of 
Murillo; Coello, Tristan, Mazo, March, Pereda, and Zurbaran, are represented in 
single pieces; there are 26 by Goya. Amongst the modern, there are Martinez 
Espinosa, with 16 examples, Francisco Torras with 21, and Galvan, Fortuny, Rosales, 
and others. From the unfinished condition of the third volume, and the absence of 
a list of the plates which that volume should contain, it seems likely that the work 
was suspended. Such as it is, the collection is a splendid achievement of Spanish 
Art. In the copy above described, beyond the number of 36 plates (1-32, and 
4 unnumbered ) in Vol. Ill, three engraver’s-proofs of three of the etchings are added, 
raising the number to 39.

This superb series of plates was never completed upon any settled plan so as to 
form a regular Gallery, but it was to all intents and purposes the first Madrid Gallery. 

Some of the plates were engraved in Rome and Paris, probably as far back as 1770, 
but all the coppers were done for the King of Spain and kept in the Calcografia de la 
Ymprenta Real, in which institution they were printed and issued as separate prints. 

Most of the engravers’ work was done in Madrid between 1792 and 1799, but it still 
went on occasionally till 1858. The greater ease and rapidity with which Madrazo 
had lithographed the Royal collection put an end to the fine but tedious process of 
copper-engraving.

An exquisite volume, inside and outside. Besides being one of the most beautiful . 
books ever produced in the department of ornamental art applied to calligraphy, it is 
also perhaps the very rarest when perfect. The following is a collation of this 
edition.—Title, with engraved intitulation (it is letterpress in the first edition) and 
engraved borders; dedication, 3 leaves, the author’s portrait occupying the reverse 
of the third leaf; text, 8 leaves of letterpress framed within woodcut borders; Siguense 
las Tablas, letterpress intitulation within fine woodcut designs (not in first edition);

The calligrapher, Juan de Yciar, of Biscay, was ably seconded and assisted by the 
engraver, Jean de Vingles, a Frenchman; and their united labour achieved a master¬ 
piece of fine decoration. Vingles’ initials and mark occur in several places, and his 
full name appears in the first woodout border of the second edition; but his name is 
not given on the title-page of any but the first edition.
